Molester sentenced to 26 years

VIRGINIA BEACH — In plead- 
ing for leniency Wednesday, Eric 
Patrick "Ricky" Avant said he 
thought his sexual activities with 
the boys in his Cub Scout den 
w ^ an acceptable sign of 
on, 

. uhought it was a way of show- 
ing someone that you Liked him," 
V/ant testified during his sentenc- 
ing in Circuit Court ~I didn't think 
:t <vas a crime," 
Avant, 23, was sentenced 



Wednesday to 26 years in the state 
penitentiary* for molesting nine 
boys between the ages of 9 and 13. 

When the sentence was an- 
nounced, several of the boys' 
mothers burst into tears and their 
husbands mumbled words, of 
disbelief . 

"He's fooled everybody/-" one 
mother said. "The only way true 
justice will be served is if some- 
thing happens to him in prison. I 
know it sounds harsh, but I can't 
help it" 

Another parent was just re- 
lieved that the ordeal was over 



and his son could resume his life 
"At least my son won't have to 
keep looking over his shoulder for 
(Avant)," he said "He's finally be- 
hind bars, for a little while at 
least" 

Judge Austin EL Owen ordered 
that Avant spend two years in 
prison for each of 12 counts of ag- 
gravated sexual battery and one 
year each for two counts of inde- 
cent liberties. He had pleaded 
guilty Jan. 27. 

Avant, a computer operator who 
befriended the boys through a Vir- 
ginia Beach church and a Webeios

ons< and instead allow him to serve his time in 
the city jaiL They feared Avant would be killed 
by prisoners because he is a child molester. - 

"In effect, ifs a death sentence or worse," 
Lovisi said \ 

But Assistant Commonwealth's* Attorney 
George H. Yates argued that Avant' has been 
* given two breaks already and that alternative 
methods to imprisonment have failed to rehabili- 
tate him. 

Avant was charged with sodomy in 1979. Un- 
der a plea agreement; he -was convicted of 
crimes against nature and was placed on proba- 
tion. Then in 1986, the parents of one of Avants 
victims said they would not prosecute as iong as 
Avant sought psychiatric help. 

Avant has been under the care of two mental 
health professionals in the past 10 years. 

Since his last court appearance, an additional . 
count of aggravated sexual battery involving an- 
other boy was brought against Avant — boosting 
the total number of charges to 14. 

"I have to respect Judge Owen's intelligence 
and ability," Lovisi said after the sentencing. 
"But I am concerned about Mr. Avanfs personal 
safety." 

Yates said 26 years was an appropriate sen- 
tence; he was expecting three years on each 
count "I know there are people in the communi- 
ty who think he should be locked up forever," he 
said "But these offenses in and of themselves 
are not as serious as some." 

The parents of Avant's victims were 
outraged. 

'This sends a real good sign to the youth of 
our community," said a parent of two of the 
victims, "Maybe he would have gotten more 
time if the others decided to prosecute." 

The families who initiated prosecution said 
they had cooperated with police in compiling a 
list of 41 victims from the Webeios den and 
church. Many of those families did not prose- 
cute, Yates said.
